few intermissions with a terrific din of machine gun and 
rifle fire which seemed of the hottest character in Vaux. 
itself. 


In this locality it was nqt known whether the Germans 


in this attack had begun another offensive but the intens- 
ity of the fighting indicated to those near the scene that 
the operation was a renewal of the general attack that 
had been expected.

own lines a distance of several hundred yards, but this 
has not been confirmed. 


Word received here shows that the enemy also launch- 


ed an attack east of Rheims but on the sectors on that 
front on which French and Americans are fighting side 
by side the positions are reported intact. 


The American machine gunners here let the enemy 


come close to their positions and then opened a deadly 
fire into the advancing close formations of Germans.

Meanwhile the Germans are mak- 
ing a desperate attempt to secure 
the control of the Murman coast 
They need the harbors for subma- 
rine bases now that Zeebrugge has 
been closed and Ostend rendered of 
little value' while the British mine 
fields make it e^er more difficult 
for their submarines to reach the 
Atlantic. 


The total German force in Russia 


is thirty-two German and fifteen 
Autstrian divisions, composed main- 
ly of old and inferior men. This 
force is spread over a vast area from 
Petrograd to the Black sea. 


In Finland threatening the Mur- 


man railway, the Germans have 
rather more than a division but the 
bulk of this body is in the south and 
not easily within reach of the Mur-

Slightly different way to agricultural 
sections also. 


Thus a town depends very largely 


on the alertness cf its 
producing 


elements, in forecasting the future. 
If the industries 
can 
fix on some 


line for which there is going to be 
an increase demand, they are cer- 


The expansion will 
without effort. 
All 


they have to do is to keep turning 
out a dependable product, and the 
orders keep piling in. 


It is not enough for producers to 


keep 
turning out the 
same old 


thing year 
after year. And if they 


depend simply on what information 
they pick up from the trade in the 
ordinary 
course 
of business, they 


may fail to forsee the future. 


The far sighted producer has no 


special gift of second sight. His fore- 
sight does not come by luck. He id 
a very close observer of the habits 
oc the people, in their daily Hfe and 
mechanical process. 
He reads trade 


papers and works of technical infor- 
mation, and becomes expert in fore- 
casting industrial development.

That is why it can be 
stated so positively that no news is 
good news; if you do not hear from 
your loved ones you may know they 
are safe, for if disaster had come

them you 
would be 
notified 


promptly.

'have been doing so for months.They 
are also arriving safely at ports in 
Scotland, in England and in France 
every day. In time their safe arrival 
is noted.

New justification Is pointed out 


by Professor W H. Johnson, head of 
the Latin department at Denison 
University, Granville, for his pro-

He cites a question raised by the 


Red Cross before it accepts men for 
its service abroad—"Has applicant 
been opposed to shipping of muni- 
tions to France and England at any 
time?"

Recently Professor Johnson called 
this correspondence of three years 
ago to the public's attention and de- 
clared that if Willis had had his wav 
and Washington has accepted his 
views, Germany easily would have 
triumphed over the allies.

Chis- 
holm In 'the 323 was going along at 
20 knots when a fellow he very well 
knew came along in his big 1,000- 
ton destroyer. His nose hauled up on 
the quarter of the 323; up to her 
beam; up to her bridge. As she passed 
the 323 her commander megaphoned 
across: "What you making, Chiz?" 


"Twenty knots!" hailed back Chis- 


holm.

and passed into the lead. 


"All right," said Chiz, "but wait!" 
The sea grew rougher. 
The 323

going Into port!" 


They were still going along at 20 


knots when from out of the driz- 
zle ahead they saw the stern and 
funnels of a destroyer. It-was the 
big destroyer that had passed them, 
and the tough little 323 breasted her 
stern, her waist, her bridge and as 
he passed her (and be came quite 
close to let all hands view the pass- 
ing) young Captain Ghisholm leaned 
out from his bridge and hailed: "Call 
ynh!" 


This same young flivver captain 


was headed for port in the usual hurry j 
and was already well into the west j 
channel just outside the port when a 
signal was whipped out from the sig- 
nal tower.

THE MEMORY OF 


DENIS A, HA YES 


A large number of~Xewark people, 
including about 75 membeis of the lo- 
cal Bottle Blowers" association, w ere in 
Zanesville jesterday to pay tribute to 
the memory of the former well known 
labor leader. Denis A. Hajes, of this 
city, who died in Philadelphia a year 
and a half ago. and whose body was 
taken to Mt. Calvary cemetery at Zanes- 
ville for interment. 
Representatives from all over the 
country gathered there \ esterday after- 
noon to assist in the dedication of the 
monument erected to- his memory by 
the Glass Bottle Blowers' association. 
The dedicatory speeches were made by 
men who had worked side by side •« ith 
him in his helpful direction for the up- 
lift of the toilers, states today's Times- 
Recorder. 
The resting placye of the late labor 
leader overlooks rolling hills and val- 
leys for ten miles on every side, and 
the magnificent view to be had from 
where the dedication took place im- 
pressed the visitors and the Zanes- 
vlllians as well and inspired the speak- 
ers to 
brilliant 
heights of oratory. 
Denis Hades' resting place is as he 
would haie wished it—above the city, 
where be spent his boyhood and above 
the beautiful Licking valley—above the 
noises of the city and country, yet 
lulled by the brooding hum arising from 
the life below. 
The monument o%cr his grave is the 
largest block of granite in any Zanes- 
ville cemetery. It can be seen for miles 
from the National pike and the Lick-

When un\eil«v5 at the he- 
p-inning of the ceremonies by Patrick 
F Casey of Zanesvile the entire au- 
dience was struck with the singular 
massive beautj of its contour and its 
size both as to height and depth.
